3 Crews T rapped

BISHOP, Va. U P — An explo­ 
sion deep in one of the nation’s 
largest 
soft 
coal 
m ines 
today 
killed between 38 and 40 miners. 
Searchers found the bodies of 
the m iners som e six hours after 
the blast at Pocahontas Fuel Com­ 
p a n y ’s Bishop mine on th e Vir­ 
ginia-West Virginia border. 
The com pany issued a sta te­ 
m en t 
saying 
there 
w ere 
“ fess 
than 40 men involved” in the dis­ 
a ster and that “ of this num ber 
there are no survivors.” 
The com pany said the cause of 
he explosion was not k m w n but 
earlier an official indicated that 
gas was believed to have touched 
off the blast. 
Three Crews T rapped 
The blast trapped three crew s 
of about 12 men each som e 2.000 
feet from the m outh of the mine 
at 1:55 a m. EST, the com pany 
said. The crews w ere digging coal 
from the face of the No. 3 seam 
of the P ocahontas mine field in 
the heart of the soft coal belt. 
T he com pany statem en t said the 
blast occurred 2,200 feet from the 
bottom of a new air shaft. There 
w ere approxim ately 177 men in­ 
side at the time and m ost of them 
got out through another opening, 
the statem ent said.

Working At Six P laces 
At the tim e of the explosion, the 
statem en t said, the three crew s 
w ere working at six different hole 
faces. A forem an and four other 
m in ers w ere equipped with a p p ar­ 
atus for the detection of gas. 
The U. S. Bureau of Mines in 
W ashington flew two officials to 
the scene.
